The office between the baild-
ing destroyed and tho main mill was not even
soorched, owing to this wall, On the first floor,
wherethefire waa first seen, wasstored furnlture
to the amount of §10,000 i balonged Lo M. R,
N. Buckley, tho proprietor of the mill, The
stock 8 Insured In the Hoyal Narengnnsett,
Home, of Now York, and Washington, of Dultl-
maore, The exaclt amouut could not be nsoer-
tained, as the Insurapce I distributed on ull
Ill'lmlbulldlnx_u, but 1t will only partially cover
the logs,

The bullding is owned by Charles A, Rubieam,
Esq., and s damaged Lo the amotnt of §2500,
upon which there ls an {nsurance of only $500 in
the Royal, The fire 18 supposed Lo have been
the work of an Incendinry. Twenty minuates
before It was discoversd Lhe waltchman took his
Ingt round, and between the Interval of hils
loaving and the arrival of another—twenly
minutes—the maton was npplied,

The front wall, standing back about fifly fent
from Ohesnut stroet. fell about quarter of §
o'clock, burying beneath the !fr‘far)'lr George
Thompson, & member of a fire company, On
belng extrioated he was found to be serlous!
ipjured. Robert MeCauley, of the Good Will
Mngine, was also seriously Injured, and has
winoce dled from the effects thereof, Fugoene
Murﬁhef ol the Rellance, and a man named
Cusik, o ihe Independence, were also injured to
some extent. Pheo sulferers were removed from
the scene of the disaster, and thelr injuries at-
tended Lo,

A large quantity of lumber was stored In the
Iimmediate wvicinity of the fire, and had the
wind been blowing im a different gquarter from
whioh it was (nortbheast), the whole strocture,
lumber and other butldings ln the neighbor-
